A NEW FORAGE PLANT 


L 


UTHER HURHANK. the famous California horticul- 


turist has succeeded in evolving from the common 


cactus of the desert a spineless variety which bids fair to 
revolutionize the problem of forage. 
The spineless cus- 


tus 
IH pronounced by experts to be about one-half as 


nutritious as alfalfa bulk for bulk, but the yield acre for 
acre Is far greater. Again, it will grow on waste land 
without water or care equally as well as the wild variety 
known as the prickly pear. 


Uy a system of careful selection. Mr. Tint-bank has so 


toughened It that It will withstand any climate and an 
agricultural expert of national reputation has asserted that 
the spineless cactus will make it possible to double the 
population of the globe through the peopling of the des- 
erts. The plant Is relished by all kinds of stock. Horses. 
cattle, sheep.hogs. chickens and geese thrive on it. In ono 
respect it Is said to be superior to alfalfa, which has gen- 
erally been admitted to be foremost In the list of forage 
plants. In that It does not produce the "bloat" so danger- 
ous to stock that are allowed to graze on green alfalfa 
pastures. 


Upon his plant farm at Santa Rosa. California, Mr. 


Burbank has a specimen of spineless, which at three 
years old Is between seven and eight feet high and weighs 
probably about eight hundred pounds. Another spineless 
Is a year old and higher than a man's shoulder. Its leaves 
are from a foot and cne-half to two and one-half feet Ions. 
They have a thickness of several inches; one of them 
would nearly or quite feed a sheep a day. 


As a commercial proposition it will cost from $10 to $25 


an acre to plant spineless when once it is generally grown. 
It can be produced Just as readily as the spiny cactus. 
and with a great deal less profanity. It will, of courso. 
bo raised from cuttings, and these need merely be scat- 
tered over the earth. Should a cactus be tipped over and 
the top touch the ground, that portion will Immediately 
send out roots exceedingly long and slender. An adverse 
season will not destroy the cuttings which have been acat- 
terfed over tho soil to grow. If the plan Is wounded it will 
Immediately seal Itself up so that no moisture 
and remain in a hibernating condition until a rain comes.

HB fact that the railroads' forbidden acts are com- 


mitted under almost irreslatahle pressure from the 


great shippers should he considered In measuring the mor- 
al blame; but It has nothing to do with the question of 
remedy.

Until It shows 
its ability to maintain the rates now made by the cor- 
porations, it seems useless as well as hazardous to give It 
the power of making rates.

The water reaches the city un- 
der a pressure of ninety pounds, which 
Is sufficient for all city purposes. 
The work of putting In the smaller 
taps for the use of the residents IK ex- 
pected to be completed In a very abort 
time. 
The company 
has on their books 
the names of 162 residents who are 
under contract 
to take water from 
them for certain lengths 
of time. 
Several of these subscribr-rs are al- 
ready receiving water and In a short 
time all will be supplied. 
The well has a capacity of 600,000 
gallons every twenty-four hours and 
the water is as pure as that which 
flows from 
any 
natural 
mountain 
spring.
